The club voted to confine its meet- 
ings to the second and fourth Thurs- 
day evenings of the month and the 
next meeting will be on January 28.

Gov. Merriam’s 2-Year 
Budget Largest 
In History 


SACRAMENTO (lPi—Conclusion of 
the first-half of the 52nd _ legislature 
January 22, was assured today afier 
both Houses passed a resolution pro- 
viding for the constitutional recess af- 
ter meeting three weeks. 


The largest biennial budget ever sub- 
mitted in California was studied in 
the wake of Governor Frank F. Mer- 
riam’s optimistic prediction that rev- 
enues would be sufficient to pay in- 
retire a $19,000,000 


000 in 1939. 

Governor Merriam recommended 
against new taxes; asked that the pre- 
sent revenue systems be left alone. 

He proposed a total expenditure of 
$446,466,507, an increase of $27,059,626 
over the $419,406,881 spent by the state 
during the present biennium. 

In addition to state monies required, 
he said $58,122,190 would be Califor- 
nia’s share of federal allocations, 
thereby making the grand total of ex- 
penditures in this state for 1937-39
